Only formal ratification by a 
state convention was needed to 
elect 10 delegates at large com- 
mitted to Taft. 

Twenty listed by party leaders 
as Taft backers were chosen in 
district . caucuses last _ night. 
Eisenhower got one and another 
was regarded by both sides as 
neutral. 

This result, accomplished in 
what ‘was called by Eisenhower's 
supporters a change of rules in 


Taft-dominated machine which 
has thrown all caution to the 
winds,” Grant asserted.

Whites From 40.to 49 
Cents for 5 Pounds — 
Rise on All Grades Ex- 
pected. 


Retail prices of potatoes in 
some stores jumped approxi- 
mately 25 per cent here today 
following removal of price con- 
trols. 

One large chain, which had 
been selling white potatoes of 
best quality at the ceiling price 
of 40 cents for five pounds, in- 
creased the price to 49 cents 
this morning, and reported that 
prices on all grades were being 
advanced about 25 per cent over 
the old ceiling levels. 

The increases resulted from 
sharp advances at the wholesale 
level. Prices on Commission Row 
were up as much as $1 per 100 
pounds, and supplies remained 
limited.

CARSON CITY, Nev., June 7 
(AP)—The Las Vegas gambling 
houses, accused of conspiring to 
drive the Las Vegas Sun out of 
business, have been ordered by a 
United States District judge to 
resume advertising in the news- 
paper. 

In a $1,000,000 damage suit, 
Sun Publisher Hank Greenspun 
had charged that the gambling 
houses conspired, by withdrawing 
their advertising, to destroy the 
newspaper at the instigation of 
Senator Pat McCarran (Dem.), 


under federal anti-trust laws, ac- 
cused McCarran of instituting the 
advertising boycott because the 
Sun: printed articles critical of 
him.

SUSPECT ADMITS 


EQUIPMENT TREE | 


AT 12 SCHOOLS 


Man Arrested at Tavern 
Trying to Sell Stolen 
Movie Projector, Po- 
lice Say. 


Thefts of equipment valued at 
approximately $5000 from 12 
schools in the last month have 
been admitted by Robert W. 
Mann, an odd jobs man, police 
announced today. He has been 
named in burglary warrants in 
three of the cases. 

Mann, 23 years old, was arrest- 
ed Tuesday by a detective squad 
headed by Detective Sgt. Joseph 
Kuda, when he tried to sell a 
stolen movie projector in a South 
Broadway tavern. 

Mann admitted stealing the 
projector a short time earlier 
from Monroe School, 3641 Mis- 
souri avenue, after smashing the 
glass in a door. He subsequently 
admitted the other thefts, and has 
assisted Sgt. Kuda and ves 
Charles Klug and Robert Walker 
in recovery of much of the loot. 

The special equipment, used in 
instruction and administrative 
work in the schools, included film 
projectors, radios, typewriters, 
wire recorders, a TV set, phono- 
graph and an adding machine. 
About half the loot has been re- 
covered from purchasers to whom 
Mann represented himself as a 
salesman of used equipment. Sev- 
eral articles were’ recovered from 
taxicab drivers called by Mann to 
take him from the scene of the 
burglaries. ‘ 


Schools Mann admitted enter- 
ing, some of them twice, were: 
Baden, Mark Twain, Beaumont 
High (twice), Monroe (twice), 
Peter Herzog, Clay, Ebenezer 
Lutheran, Lowell, Cupples, War- 
ing, Stix and a school in Venice. 
The thefts began on May 8, when 
Mann broke into Beaumont High 
School the first time and stole a 
typewriter, he said. 


‘Mann has worked in bowling 
alleys and at other temporary 
jobs, and told officers he has lived 
in a number of rooming houses 
and cheap hotels. He sold the 
loot for a fraction of its value.

Wholesale prices of potatoes shot 
up yesterday, in at least one in- 
stance to double that of Thurs- 
day, following removal of price 
ceilings by the Government. 
Generally the increases ranged 
roughly between 30 and 50 per 
cent. Brisk bidding was reported 
for the still scarce supplies which 
reached wholesale markets. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion, which had frozen white po- 
ato prices in mid-January, re- 
moved ceilings late Thursday 
after the Senate had voted.a day 
earlier to take all price controls 
off fresh fruits and vegetables. 
The House has not yet acted. 
Trade sources and some gov- 
ernment officials had forecast a 
price rise, but predicted that 
levels would drop again late this 
month and in July, when the 1952 
crop will begin coming to market 
in considerable volume.

Man Faced Recovery Action. 


The man, Bernard M. Baur of 
Detroit, had been acquitted on a 
charge of defrauding the Govern- 
ment but faced possible civil ac- 
tion for recovery of $24,000 in 
connection with a war contract 
termination. 


In the afternoon Petzer took 
the witness chair to admit he 
wrote the note but to swear that 
he lied when he wrote it.

Apparently the sub- 
committee chief counsel, Stephen 
Mitchell, and committee members 
did not know Petzer would swear 
he had lied previously. 

Tells of Going to Baur’s Room. 

Petzer said he did go to the 
Statler Hotel room of Baur on the 
night of April 5, 1951, and found 
a number of persons there. He 
acknowledged that, as he recalled, 
their names were Keenan, Leslie, 
and O’Brien, among others. He 
retired to a bedroom with. Baur, 
president of the Advance Plating 
Co. of Detroit, to discuss the. Ad- 
vance case for a few minutes, he 
said. 

Baur told him, Petzer said, that 
he had discussed the Govern- 
ment’s claim with McGrath that 
afternoon and that the Justice 
Department was awaiting Petzer’s 
recommendation.

School Case Taken Up Again. 

The subcommittee returned to 
a discussion of the case of the 
Michigan School of Trades 
against which the GAO ecerti- 
fied a fraud claim of $1,313,000. 
This claim was settled for $125,- 
000. 

It- was this organization, a 
school for veterans, that was 
represented by the law firm of 
Clark M. Clifford, former St. 
Louisan who was special counsel 
to President Truman until he re- 
signed two years ago to enter the 
private practice of law in Wash- 
ington. The firm got a fee of 
$25,300, the chief owner of the 
school, Joseph Peters, testified. 

Baldridge, who was recom- 
mended for avancement in the 
Justice Department by Clifford, 
approved the settlement and de- 
fended it yesterday. He also,said 
he never discussed the case with 
Clifford. 


Baldridge said that the com- 
mittee never would get all the 
facts of the case until it heard 
auditors for the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, which brought the 
original action against the school. 
He said the GAO listed every 
item that possibly should be col- 
lected, without regard to whether 
it could legally or practically be 
recovered. 

Different Viewpoint Possible.

MAN STRUCK WITH BAG 
OF BEER BOTTLES DIES 


Owner Says Fre Hit Quarrel- 
‘some Customer Who Tried 
to Grab Him. | 


James J. Hugger. 7467 Ethel 
avenue, Rithmond Heights, died 
yesterday after being struck 
with a bag containing two beer 
bottles in a scuffle with George 
A. Eissler in the latter’s tavern 
at 4113 Manchester avenue. 

Hugger, who was knocked off 
a bar stool to the floor, was dead 
when police reached the tavern. 
Examination showed a bruise be- 
hind the left ear. An autopsy 
and inquest will be conducted. 

Eissler told police that Hug- 
ger, whom he knew well, en- 
tered the tavern and became 
quarrelsome. Hugger tried to 
wrestle with him and said he 
was “sore at. me,” Eissler re- 
ported. 

Hugger reached across the bar 
trying to grab Eissler, police were 
told. Eissler said he picked up a 
paper bag’ containing two empty 
bottles and struck Hugger. An 


‘effort was made to revive Hugger 


by placing ice on his head before 
police were called. The accounts 
given officers by the other per- 
sons in the tavern were similar 
to that related by Eissler. 

Hugger, 34 years old, was an 
estimator for the Needles Moving 
& Storage Co. He was marriéd 
and lived with his wife, Ruth, at 
the Ethel avenue address. Eissler, 
who has an apartment above his 
tavern, also is listed as living at 
7428 Ethel, where his mother 
lives, 


DISTRICTING RULING 
BY JUDGE EXPECTED 
EARLY NEXT WEEK

JEFFERSON CITY, June 7—A 
ruling which will be the next 
step in determining whether can- 
didates for Congress in the 
August prirmfary and November 
general elections must run in the 
11 new districts of the state, or at 
large, is expected early next week 
from Circuit Judge Sam C. Blair. 

The ruling will determine 
whether Republicans have until 
July 29 to file additional refer- 
endum petitions for submitting 
the new redistricting act to a 
vote of the people, or whether 
the deadline expired last April 
22, 90 days after the act was 
passed. Republicans say they 
have until 90 days after adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature that 
passed the act. 

Legal arguments in two suits 
filed by the Missouri Farmers 
Association attacking the present 
referendum petitions as lacking 
sufficient signatures were con- 
cluded yesterday and the cases 


taken under advisement by Judge 


Blair. Under a stipulation, the 
loser of the ruling will appeal im- 
mediately to the State Supreme 
Court, which will be asked to 
advance the appeal for early hear- 
ing and decision. 

If the earlier deadline pre- 
vails, the gerrymandered new dis- 
tricts would stand and candidates 
would run in them. If, however, 
the July 29 deadline prevails, suf- 
ficient additional signers could 
be found to validate the petitions, 
and candidates would have to run 
at large.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 7— 
Beyond any possible doubt, and 
with unabashed stage manage- 
ment, President Truman has 
turned his back on his old side- 
kick’ and right-hand man, W. 
Stuart Symington of St. Louis, 
now seeking the Democratic nom- 
ination for United States Senator 

for Missouri. 

Symington’s chief opponent is 
Attorney General J. E. (Buck) 
Taylor, like Symington a hand- 
some fellow and with a longer 
record as a Missouri politician, 
which is something that appeals 
to Harry Truman. Besides, for 
reasons which have not been 


made completely clear, the close 


friendship of Truman _ and 
Symington had cooled off in the 
last year or so. 

Question Prepared. 


Hours before the Truman plane 
arrived at Springfield airport yes- 
terday, a selected group of re- 
porters was invited to meet Tay- 
lor and one of his principal back- 
ers, James V. Conran, who con- 
trols the Southeast Missouri “‘boot- 
heel” region. In the course of 
pleasant conversation, it was sug- 
gested that one of the reporters 
should ask the President where 
he stood in reference to,the Tay- 
lor candidacy. 

Sure enough, one did, and the 
President was ready with his 
answer, as if he, too, knew the 
question was coming. 

When the President’s plane 
emerged from murky skies and 
rolled to a stop on the runway, 


iota was ‘privileged to run up 
the ladder and into the cabin to 
be the first to greet the President. 

This was contrary to the normal 
protocol which calls for the Presi- 
dent to make first use of the 
ladder and then greet people on 
the concrete. 

Pose for Photographers. 

Beaming and shaking hands as 
only two understanding pals 
could, Truman and _é Taylor 
emerged from the cabin and posed 
for photographers, with the beau- 
tiful Mrs. Taylor joining them. 

“Give us a great big smile, Mr. 
President,” a photographer or- 
dered. The President complied 
eagerly. 

“You always want one more,” 
the President jested, and again 
he smiied and shook hands with 
Attorney General Taylor. 

Then came the pay-off lines. 
One of the reporters, who had 
been tipped off earlier, inquired 
innocently: 

“Where do you stand regarding 
Mr. Taylor?” 

The President replied without 
hesitation: 

“I’m for Buck Taylor because 
he’s one of my best friends in 
Missouri. He’s always been for 
me every time I ran and now 
that he’s running I’m for him. 

“He’s a good Democrat. He 
made a great Attorney General. 
And he will make a good Sen- 
ator and fine colleague for my 
friend, Sendtor Tom Hennings.” 

Reporters compared their notes 
and jotted down a postscript of 
their own—Truman had opposed 
“my friend” Hennings in the 
Democratic primary.

More than “40 fund-raising campaigns are 
scheduled to be conducted in St. Louis this year 


. in addition to the Community Chest, according 


to a survey by the Metropolitan Chamber of 
Commerce. 

This multiplicity of drives is proving more and 
more. wearing on those who solicit and those 
who centribute as well. It was to stop just such 
waste and anndyatite that the Community Chest 
was organized in ‘the first place. 

The time therefore. seems opportune to con- 
sider the examples of Kansas City, Philadelphia, 
Detroit, Houston, and many smaller communi- 
ties, which have combined chest and non-chest 
campaigns into one federated drive. 

. . . , 

Federation of campaigns has been a growing 
trend in Oregon and Michigan in the last few 
years. In Illinois the State Chamber of Com- 
merce is studying its possibilities. The prepon- 
derant indications are that it is a suecess where 
it has been tried, and merits extension to other 
communities. 

In the Detroit. campaign every agency re- 


- ceived more support than it had obtained the 


‘previous year. One company reported that only 
60 to 76 per cent of its employes contributed in 
previous years but with adoption of the feder- 
ated plan 90 per cent were giving. 


The St. Louis Community Chest is evidence 


of a prevailing desire in this community to com-’ 


bine fund-raising campaigns. The single cam- 
paign for all agencies has demonstrated, here 
and nationally, that it can raise more money at 
less cost. 

° ca . 

We believe the federated plan should be 
adopted for St. Louis. While campaigns con- 
ducted only once or occasionally, such as for 
university endowments, would not be eligible, the 
majority of drives which occur every year could 
be better served by a single widely-inclusive 
drive. A determined effort should be-made to 
induce the Red Cross and other organizations 
which now conduct their own campaigns to 
co-operate. Assurances should pe built into the 
plan that worthwhile agencies which come into 
existence in the future will have access to the 
federated campaign. 

Under these conditions, federation will be 
simply a further extension of the idea which 
has proved so successful in the Chest.

Civil War in South Africa? 


Prime Minister Malan’s regime in the Union 
of South Africa has been warned to respect the 
constitution or face the breakup of the nation. 
The warning is a direct result of the recent leg- 


‘islation giving parliament the right to set aside 


supreme court decisions. It was brought up in 
the provincial legislaturé of Natal, the most pro- 
British section of the union. 

Natal is demanding a national convention to 
reaffirm the constitution of 1910, including 
those voting rights of colored citizens which are 
being denied under the Malanazis’ racist pro- 
gram. If such a reaffirmation is not forthcom- 
ing, Natal threatens to withdraw from the union. 

That might mean the loss of the port city of 
Durban, not to mention the Natal coal fields, 
forests and sugar plantations. It might mean 
a war of secession. 

What has aroused Natal is not so much Dr. 
Malan’s doctrine of white supremacy as the 
methods by which he is furthering it. There is 
the fear that these may also be used to give the 
Boers a preferred position above South Africans 
of British origin, despite the constitutional guar- 
antees that both shall always be on an equal 
footing. Thus the Malan Government has not 
only deepened the cleavage between whites and 
blacks, but has also opened a new gulf in the 
white minority in South Africa’ Those who plant 


the seeds of trouble are bound to reap trouble. 
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Korea Between Two Dictatorships 

While U.N. troops are fighting in Korea to 
prevent one kind of dictation from being im- 
posed on the country, it would be tragic. irony 
indeed if another kind should be imposed on 
Korea by a coup from within. 

It is bad enough that such a coup has in fact 
been attempted by President Syhgman Rhee 
and has only been struck down, temporarily at 
least, by protests from the United States, British 
and Australian Governments. 

Rhee’s drawing back from his announced in- 
tention of dissolving the National Assembly is 
only one skirmish in a long battle, however. It 
is a battle that has been going on for three 
years now, almost since the republic was born. 
In it, Rhee, who is at heart a ruthless authori- 
tarian, has used terrorism against the legisla- 
ture, the judiciary, and the press. He gives every 
evidence of going ahead with his stubborn fight 
to make himself dictator. 


From the start, Rhee has treated the U.N. 
Korean commission with contempt. Newspaper- 
men and legislators who talked with it have 
been jailed. A member of the opposition who 
talked with the commission was assassinated. 
The commission has heen hamstrung at every 
turn by Rhee’s dictatorial restrictions. Even with 
its watchful eye on the course of events it is 
nip and tuck; Rhee gives in on his baleful de- 
signs only under the strongest representation, 
and even then as little as he feels he must. 


As long as Syngman Rhee is the head of the 
Republic of Korea the threat of dictatorship will 
hang over the country. The only way to enable 
Korean republicanism to breathe easily again is 
to make certain that constitutional processes 
freely take their course. If that is done, there 
seems little reason for doubt that the Assembly, 
required by law to choose a new. President be- 
fore June 23, will choose another and better one 
than Syngman Rhee. 7

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Why Controls Are Still Needed 


When a fire has been put out, you don’t dis- 
band the fire department with a promise to re- 
organize it if the fire breaks out again. So the 
Senate acted wisely when it defeated efforts by 
Senators Capehart and Dirksen to suspend price 
and wage controls until the price index starts 
rising again or unless the President finds par- 
ticular* commodities in short supply. 

Senator Taft, it will be noted, supported the 
Capehart move as well as a Dirksen amendment, 
also. beaten, to take price ceilings off all food- 
stuffs. 

Senator Taft agrees with the Committee for 
Economic Development, which is urging selective 
removal of controls by the end of the year, that 
the danger of inflation has passed. But neither 
he nor the C.E.D. can be trusted with a crystal 
ball. They may be right in betting that no new 
upsurge of inflationary pressure will happen. 
But nobody can be sure that they are right. 

For this reason the best course for Congress 
remains that of renewing the authority for price 
and wage controls for at least a year, and de- 
pending upon the Office of Price Stabilization 
to remove controls in each area as soon as it can 
safely be done. 

Price Director Arnall has already taken the 
price ceilings off 16 commodities, including 
wool, lard and vegetable oils, and promises to. 
remove others whenever a careful study shows 
the action is feasible. But he properly warns 
against assuming that all price pressure is off 
just because some price pressure is off. 

As the C.E.D. points out, one reason for the 
relaxation of inflationary pressures is that to 
some extent the public has done its own price 
controlling by exercising restraint in buying. 
But that restraint might vanish if the public 
became convinced that another upward spiral 
were in the works. Extension of price and wage 
controls is essential to maintain the present 
balance. 
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To Match Reaiih’s Arms Plan 


The Western powers have improved their 
propaganda position by offering in the U.N. 
Disarmament Commission a specific proposal 
for ceilings on armed forces. 

Where the Russians have been’ demanding 
a one-third reduction in armed forces of major 
powers, the United States, Britain and France 
now propose a numerical limitation. They sug- 
gest that Russia, the United States and China— 
by which can only. be meant Communist China 
—should each be held to armed forces of 
1,000,000 or 1,500,000 men, Britain and France 
to 700,000 or 800,000. 

The difference between the two plans may 
be measured by a difference in purpose. The 
purpose of thé Russian plan was to preserve 
the .,existing military balance, which the West 
considers too favorable to Russia. The pur- 
pose of the Western plan is to create a mili- 
tary balance which the West considers desirable. 

There is no doubt that the proposed limita- 
tion would work a real and drastic change in 
the Western military program. For example, 
the United States is now building toward a 143- 
wing air force which alone would require 
nearly 1,500,000 men. Under a total limitation 
of 1,000,000 or 1,500,000, we could not support 
anything like a 143-wing air force and still 
have troops left for the other services. If the 
Russians genuinely fear American military 
power they ought logically to jump at the 
Western plan. 

Unfortunately no realist can expect that to 
happen. The disarmament debates have been 
conducted all along not for the purpose of 
achieving disarmament but for the purpose of 
proving each side’s devotion to peace. On this 
propaganda level the West has now scored a 
valuable point. Tragically regrettable it is that 
what in’ other circumstances might be regarded 
as an inspiring step toward peace must be as- 
sessed at this lower valuation.

have combined to give the Vati- 
can the first complete catalogue 
of ancient and medieval C 
tian art it ever has possessed. 

Cardinal Spellman presided yes- 
terday at the presentation of the 
catalogue, which fills much of a 
large room in a specially pre- 
pared new branch of the Vatican 
library. Msgr. Anselmo Alberedo, 
director of the Vatican library, 
made the acceptance in the name 
or Cardinal Giovanni Mercati, li- 
brarian of the Roman Catholic 
Church. | 

‘New Air Bridge.’ 

The gift completes a “new air 
bridge “between the Vatican and 
the “generous and noble United 

States,’ Msgr. Alberedo said in 
acceptance, The other half of the 
bridge, he said, is a microfilming 
project Pope Pius XII has au- 
thorized in the rare manuscript 
section of the Vatican library in 
behalf of St. Louis University. 
The $150,000 microfilming proj- 
ect will make a major share of 
the Vatican’s documentary treas- 
ures available for the first time 
to students inside the United 
States. 

Msgr. Alberedo said the Prince- 
ton catalogue is as important in 
the first of Christian art study as 
the first encyclopedia was in the 
field of general knowledge. 

It consists of a listing of all 
Christian art works from the be- 
ginning up to the year 1400 and 
includes 100,000 photographs and 
5000 description cards. 

Work Started in 1917. 

The work, started in 1917 by 
Prof. Charles R. Morey, recently 
United States embassy cultural 
attache in Rome, is continuing. 
To date the work has cost $700,000. 

Cardinal Spellman obtained 
permission to photostat the photo- 
graphs and filing cards and ar- 
range for. the copy’s installation 
in Rome. The copying and accom- 
panying work cost the cardinal 
$50,000. 

In addition, the cardinal will 
provide an annual fund to main- 
tain the collection. 

The copy is the only one which 
has been made and thus is certain 
to become a major cultural con- 
tribution for Europe, Msgr. Alber- 
edo told Cardinal Spellman. 

Because research that goes be- 
yond the limits of a single library 
is tedious in Rome and other 
European cities, Cardinal Spell- 
man accompanied his gift with 
another, the nucleus of an inter- 
national bibliographic center. It 
is housed in the room next to the 
copy of the Princeton index. 

5000 Books Sought. 

Twenty-six of the main libraries 
of Rome and of the rest of Eur- 
ope have been asked by two 
American priests staffing the bib- 
liographic center to locate the 
available copies of the 5000 books 
mentioned in the Princeton cata- 
logue. Students finding references 
to the books will be able to lo- 
cate them quickly in nearby li- 
braries. 

Tile center later will catalogue 
all the artistic and archeological 
reference material in the many 
fine academies in Rome and next 
will record the theological source 
material possessed by more than 
100 American and Canadian semi- 
naries and universities. 

In the past students of the 
American and other foreign semi- 
naries in Rome and at the non- 
sectarian colleges here have been 
frustrated by the lack of a central 
source of information on the loca- 
tion of this continent’s intellectual 
treasures. 

Cardinal Spellman and 600 ac- 
companying American pilgrims 
visited Pope Pius XII today in the 
next to the last day of a four-day 
stay in Rome. 

The Pontiff, looking spry and 
fit after a brief attack. of influ- 
enza earlier this week, walked 

among the group personally shak- 
ing hands with each member and 
handing each a tiny pontifical 
medal.

The Armed Services Committee 
was bypassed during the foreign 
aid hearings, which were held by 
two Senate committees and the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee. 
President Truman originally 
asked for $7,900,000,000 but that 
sum had been pared down to $6,- 
447,730,750. 

View of Committee. 

The Armed Services committee- 
men take the view that since they 
were not consulted on the foreign 
aid measure, they should not pass 
on funds for NATO air bases. 
They suggest these funds be part 
of the over-all foreign aid bill, as 
was the case last year. 

The committee completed its 
study of the over-all military con- 
struction bill and scheduled a 
final vote Tuesday. Without the 
NATO funds, the final figure is 
somewhat under the $3,027,000,- 
000 originally requested. 

President Truman this’ week 
asked Congress to appropriate 
the funds for projects authorized 
in this measure. : 

The Administration originally 
requested one billion dollars for 
overseas air bases, including the 
NATO sum. 

Total Cost of Project. 

The NATO air fields are de- 
signed for use of international 
air forces under Gen. Matthew 
Ridgway’s NATO army. The total 
cost has been set at around $400,- 
000,000 of which the United 
States share was to be $250,- 
000,000. 

A Senate-House conference ver- 
sion of the foreign aid bill—with 
no provision for NATO base con- 
struction—has passed the House 
and is scheduled to’ be voted on 
Monday by the Senate.

PARIS, June 7—Jacques Du- 
clos, assistant secretary general 
of the French Communist party, 
was reported on _ excellent au- 
thority here today to have been 
criticized officially and severely 
at a recent meeting of the party’s 
powerful political bureau. 
The specific accusation is that 
Duclos showed lack of vigilanee 
during the May 28 riot that led 
to his arrest on charges of plot- 
ting against the internal security 
of the state. 
Party leaders, who publicly 
clamor for his release, privately 
hold him responsible for being 
caught under circumstances that 
made possible his confinement in 
the Sante prison. 


‘Blamed for Failure of Riots. 


Much more important, they 
hold that these circumstances 
were in turn responsible for the 
failure of the strikes they called 
in protest against the arrival of 
NATO commander Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway, and -for the telling 
effect of this failure upon the or- 
ganization. 


A resolution in this sepse is 
said to have been approved last 
Saturday at-a meeting attended 
by Andre Marty, Raymond Guyot, 
Auguste Lecoeur, Francois Bil- 
loux, Marcel Cachin, Jeanette 
Vermeersch, Leon Mauvais and 
Etienne Fajon. 

Close observers maintaia this

Magistrate Fernand Roth of 
Toulon said that “very interest- 
ing documents” pertaining to the 
national defense had been seized 
in the henhouse of Marius 
Bertrand, a militant Communist, 
and one of those arrested with 
Revest. 


Referring to the crackdown on 
Communists, Premier Antoine 
Pinay made it clear “this is no 
experiment”. but a new, tough 
policy based on experience. 

Pinay declared in a speech at 
Beaune, “It is necessary to reject 
the imitation here of foreign ex- 
periments which cannot .be 
adapted to this country, to its 
national temperament .. .’

Senator Disputes Contention Russia 
May Beat U.S. in H-Bomb Race 


Hickenlooper Convinced ‘We Are Far Ahead,’ 
Disagrees With Fellow Member on 
Congressional Atomic Group. 


WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP)— 
Senator Hickenlooper  (Rep.), 
Iowa, today challenged the con- 
tention by a fellow member of, 
the Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee that Russia may out- 
strip this country in the race for 
hydrogen bomb supremacy. 

“I am thoroughly convinced we. 
are far ahead of the Russians both 
in (atomic) weapons and the ma- 
terials for producing them, and 
will stay ahead,” Hickenlooper 
told a reporter. He is the Atomic 
Energy Committee’s ranking Re- 
publican member. 

“I am in thorough disagree- 
ment,” he said of the recent dec- 
laration of Representative Jack- 
son (Dem.), Washington. Jackson 


‘that the United States has fol- 
‘lowed only “a half-way program” 
of building its atomic weapons 
strength while the Russians have 
-a “truly all-out atomic effort.” 
Follows Durham. 
Hickenlooper’s statement — fol- 
lowed one by Representative Dur- 
ham (Dem.), North Carolina, the 
committee’s acting chairman, that 
the United States could have 
moved faster but that he is satis- 
fied with the progress to date. 
Both Durham and Hickenlooper

He said fissionable materials 
for weapons do not deteriorate, 
but that design of weapons and 
methods of delivering the deadly

ment. 


Atomic expansion must depend 
on the amount of available fis- 
sionable material, Durham said.

1945, when the United States had 
only a six-month supply.

Death came to the 60-year-old 
philanthropist - industrialist be- 
fore he could realize his fondest 
ambition —setting up a perma- 
nent profit-sharing plan for his 
1050 employes. 

A few months ago Reese said 
he wou!d like to give his factory 
to a university on a profit-shar- 
ing basis. The contemplated deal 
would have allowed bim to con- 
tinue as president until his death. 

Reese said he wanted to avoid 
the tax and inheritance complica- 
tions that would follow his death. 
He offered the plant to Carnegie. 
Institute of Technology, the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh and Du- 
quesne university. All declined. 
So did some unidentified eastern 
universities. 

Reese died of a kidney ailment 
only two days after he entered a 
Pittsburgh hospital. 

In recent years during the 
Christmas season Reese chartered 
a special train for the 75-mile 
trip to Pittsburgh, rented the 
floor of a midtown hotel for a 
party and then distributed cash 
to his employes. Sometimes he 
harded out as much as $250,000 
in crisp new bills. That was bonus 
morey which supplemented a 
profit-sharing plan. 

And Reese didn’t forget the 
little town of Scio with a popu- 
lation of little more than 1000. 
All of his employes came from 
Scio and the surrounding coun- 
tryside. To make life more pleas- 
ant he gave the town a swimming 
pool, tennis courts and other 
recreational facilities. 

In return, Scio was equally 
generous to Reese when disaster 
struck. In 1947, after one of his 
most prosperous years, a fire de- 
stroyed his factory with damage 
estimated at $1,000,090. 

The entire town came _ to 
Reese’s rescue. In 62 days a com- 
plete new plant was in opera- 
tion with townspeople by the hun- 
dreds aiding Reese, who worked 
in shirt sleeves. 

Reese’s workers’ volunteered 
$400,000 to help out their kindly 
boss. Business men brought him 
signed blamk checks. But Reese 
weathered the.storm without fi- 
nancial assistance and last De- 
cember gave his usual holiday 
bonus again. 

The Ohioan, a big grin on his 
face, was a little bashful about 
his philanthropy. Always he re- 
minded his benefactors that he 
started out on a $3000 grubstake, 
that he’d been iucky and that his 
employes had been faithful to 
him. So he repaid them the only 
way he knew. 


ROSSELLINI GETS 
RIGHT TO REPLY TO 
WIFE’S EX-HUSBAND 


LOS ANGELES, June 7 (AP) 
~Italian Movie Director Roberto 
Rossellini has until June 20 to 
appear incourt here if he wishes 
to answer testimony by his wife’s 
former husband, Dr. Peter Lind- 
strom, that he has a reputation 
for immorality. 

Rossellini, husband of Swedish 
actress Ingrid Bergman, objected 
to testimony during the hearing 
on her petition for summer cus- 
tody of her daughter Jenny Ann, 
that he is regarded as a drug 
addict and sometimes lives “with 
mistresses who are married to 
other men.” 

Rossellini’s cablegram, read to 
the court by Miss Bergman’s at- 
torney, Gregson Bautzer Jr., 
drew from Superior Judge Mil- 
dred L. Lillie permission to ap- 
pear and defend himself. The 
Italian director said he was in- 
duced to come here “because 
Lindstrom’s calumnies bear re- 
flection on my children and also 
on iIngrid’s daughter.” There 
appears to be some question as 
to whether Rossellini can ob- 
tain a visa to enter the United 
States, as public officials previ- 
ously have opposed his entrance. * 


‘WORK HOLIDAY’ HALTS OUTPUT

Production at two Belleville 
breweries was suspended yester- 
day when more than 700 em- 
ployes stayed away from work to 
attend two special union meetings 
called to discuss issues involved 
in a dispute over a new contract. 
The breweries are Griesedieck- 
Western, which makes Stag beer, 
and Star-Peerless, producer of 
Oletimer beer. 

_A spokesman for Local 21, CIO 
Brewery Workers’ Union, which 
has 700 members in the employ 
of Griesedieck-Western and about 
65 working for Star-Peerless, said 
the companies were given ad- 
vance notice of the “work holi- 
day,” and made truck deliveries 
of beer until late Thursday night 
to supply retailers for the week- 
end. 

The union contract expired last 
Saturday. It was understood that 
the basic wage issue for a new 
contract has been settled, but 
such fringe issués as seniority and 
vacations remain in dispute. Any 
decisions reached in the meetings, 
held at the American Legion 
Home in Belleville, were not dis- 
closed, but a union spokesman 
said he expected the men would 
report for work Monday. The 
breweries do not operate on Sat- 


urday.

MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich., 
June 7 (AP)—Hope for a united 
Europe lies in French-German 
unity, delegates of the World As- 
sembly for Moral Re-armament 
were told yesterday by Heinrich 
Hellwege, representing Western 
Germany’s Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer. 

Hellwege said: “I want to say 
here that I willedo everything I 
can to bring trust and understand- 
ing between Germany and France 
because it will only be when 
France and Germany find unity 
that we will have a united Eur- 
ope.” 

As French and German dele- 
gates mingled on the speakers’ 
platform, Col. Bruno de Malleray, 
for five years in command of a 
sector in the French zone of Ber- 
lin, and Hellwege exchanged 
greetings. 

De Malleray pointed out that 
understanding between his coun- 
try and Germany was necessary 
for the survival of western civili- 
zation. But, he said, there are 
still many, who because of “‘vested 
interests” or “long-standing 
hatreds,” were opposed to such 
unification. 

“We will never build anything 
for the future on a basis of hatred 
and rancor,” he said. ‘Frontiers 
today pass through the human 
heart. There is no doubt at all 
that MRA will succeed in united 
Western Europe.”

JAPANESE ENVOY

WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP)— 
Eikichi Araki, Japan’s first post- 
war ambassador to the United 
States, arrived shortly before 
noon today to assume his post.

TOKYO, June 7 (AP)—A half 
million Japanese industrial work- 
ers were ordered to strike today 
in protest against an anti-sub- 
versive act and pending labor 
legislation but police said less 
than half the workers left their 
jobs. 

Police estimated 217,300 work- 
ers stayed away from their jobs 
for a few hours. Sixty-eight labor 
rallies, they said, attracted 118,- 
930 workers instead of a million 
and a half labor leaders pre- 
dicted. 

Japanese labor is opposing the 
anti-subversives act which they 
claim will prohibit demonstra- 
tions and the new labor law_re- 
vision which will handicap unions 
in striking for higher wages and 
better working conditions.

ELTON HAYES many measures, he 

was fired as technical consultant and signed for 
the Allan-a-Dale role. 


But even though the British-born folk singer, 
now on a tour of the United States, is launching 
his American movie career, his principal interest 
remains in the studios of the British Broadcasting 
Co. where he and his guitar entertain listeners 
with the werid’s hill-billy music. Among his 
favorites are two American folk tunes, “The Little 
Mohee,” and “Pat on the Railroad.” 


x * * 


“AMERICA HAS a vast amount of folk music, 
even though it is a comparatively new country,” 
Hayes said in an interview here. “But it is such 
a large area and the folk music of one sector dif- 
fers greatly from that of another. There is pure 
folk music here, whereas the English folk melodies 
might be mingled with Scotch or Irjsh airs. 


“T have one of the largest collections of old Eng- 
lish ballads and folk songs in the country. Every 
once in awhile I'll come across some phrase of 
music that had its modern counterpart in what you 
eall your hill-billy music. I should say that all 
your American ballads come under that label in 
my country.” 


ee 


THERE’S A BIG difference, he said, not only in 
the ballads sung here and in England but in the 
American and English folk singer. 

“The American is more of a balladeer. He sings 
songs that have been written down and handed 
down from generation to generation. The English 
folk singer looks for songs that were never written, 
just sung from generation to generation.” 


Hayes refuses to be a song-plugger, although 


English publishers, knowing of his special interest ’ 


in folk music, frequently try to persuade him to 
sing a recently written “folk song.” 


“That’s ridiculous,” he said. “You can’t just 
write a folk song. It must have been handed down.” 


x OR 


HAYES COMES BY his interest in singing and 
show business naturally. He is the son of Mrs. 
Ethel Hayes, a musical comedy singer who is now 
retired and lives in London, and the late Alfred 
Hayes, a circus performer who ran away from home 
at 14 to join Barnum and Bailey in the United 
States. 

“And I still have an ambition to be a trapeze art- 
ist and take one fall into that net,” son Elton 
admitted. 


Born in Buckinghamshire, he made his first stage 
appearance as a vocalist when he was 4. Growing 
up backstage, he whiled away the hours learning 
te play nearly every type of musical instrument, 
and after a short stay at Fay Compton’s Dramatic 
Academy went into the variety theater, perfecting 
an act involving singing, playing the violin and tap 
dancing—all at the same time. 

When he went into army service during World 
War II, he could take only one musical instrument 
and he chose the guitar.

HIS INTEREST in the guitar paid big dividends 
when he returned from service, convalescing from 
rheumatic fever contracted in India. With the 
help ef a good break he was able to launch his 
radio program and now is heard nearly every eve- 
ning by BBC audiences. 


“No matter what kind of talent you have, that 
big break is always a deciding factor,” he said, 
“In my case, one of the big-wigs of BBC heard me 
play and said, ‘I think I have just the spot for you.’ 
I-thought he meant only one broadcast, then I 
found out he had scheduled a whole series of pro- 
grams. So that’s how it started. 


“I play and sing and do my own announcing. It’s 
an informal program something like your disk 
jockey shows here. Only .we can’t use the term, 
disk jockey. It’s against the rules. 

“T have one program valled, ‘He Sings to a Small 
Guitar,’ and a late evening show, ‘Close Your Eyes.’ 
l-introduce songs occasionally if 1 think they’re 
really good, but I don’t keep on singing them just 
because they happen to catch on with tHe public. 
Maybe I won't sing it again for months.” 


“He composes music but has little love for what 
he calls the “moon-June” sentimental scheol of 
composition.

AM very much interested in 
the answers given in Abilene 
the other day when Gen. 
Eisenhower was questioned by 
reporters on international and 
domestic matters. . ° 

On FEPC he said that “fair- 
ness and equality” should be pur- 
sued by the Federal Government. 
As a generality I think that is 
fine, but as an answer to the 
question of whether he believes 
in an FEPC law it falls a little 
short of clarity. 

On the steel question also he 
seems to have stated something 
that is entirely true, namely, 
“Since the Supreme Court has 
now ruled against the seizure by 
the President that ruling should 
stand.” It does not, however, 
answer the question of what 
should happen now. Gen. Eisen- 
hower must be concerned to get 
the wheels rolling as soon as pos- 
sible, for her, above most people, 
must recognize what will happen 
in Korea and in Europe even if 
we have a few days’ shutdown in 
steel production. 
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WHEN THE GENERAL says 
“peace and security in the world” 
is the paramount issue today 
everyone will agree with him. 

It is certainly an unenviable 
position to be a candidate because 
whatever you say is wrong to 
some people. If you would rather 
not decide where you stand on 
anything at the present, many 
will think that you are just play- 
ing a cagey game and that. you 
have made up your mind it would 
be better ta express no opinions 
so that you ‘will make fewer en- 
emies. Whereas-if you state your 
views openly you lay yourself 
open to the attack of anyone who 
disagrees with you. 
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THERE WAS A HEADLINE“on 
a newspaper article about me re- 
cently which is totally misleading 
and which will. give the Russians 
great satisfaction. It read: “Mrs. 
Roosevelt-Backs ‘A’ Bomb as Hu- 
mane.” 

Of course, I did nothing of the 
kind; that is what the Russians 
say I did. 

I explained only that Hugh Bail- 
lie of the United Press, whom the 
Russians have been attacking reg- 
ularly in their press, since he sent 
a dispatch from Las Vegas, Nev., 
after witnessing one of the last 
atomic tests, was in fact reflect- 
ing the military point of view 
that the use of this type of atom 
bomb might be considered more 
humane because it could be con- 
centrated and used so precisely 
that it would wipe out enemy 
troops instead of touching enemy 
civilian areas. 
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I HOPE SINCERELY the atom 
bomb will never have to be used 
by any nation again. I am glad 
that those nations that are most 
advanced in the development of 
the atom bomb will hold it as a 


weapon to prevent war and not: 


to make war. It is safer in their 
hands as a preventive, and I hope 
that no one will know very pre- 
cisely how much the more ad- 
vanced nations do“know about its 
use, for the more they keep.people 
guessing the more everyone will 
fear what it might do. ’

When North properly raised the 
opening bid of three spades, giv- 
ing South a chance even though 
the side had’a 40 score, it was 
ridiculous for South to use the 
Blackwood Convention then and 
there—his first duty was to bid 
four diamonds. North's raise did 
not in any sense guarantee four 
supporting spades, and so the 
combined hands might be much 
better off in diamonds. For this

easily mean that a slam could 
only be made at diamonds, with 
South’s spade suit affording dis- 
cards of hearts from dummy.

THAT'S NO BANDIT-- IT" 
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WEEK ago I wrote briefly 
about the venomous snakes of 
North America. Today I wish 
to discuss one kind, the diamond- 
back rattler, in some detail. 
Diamondbacks were given their 
name because of the diamond- 
shaped markings on their backs. 
Some of them have fangs which 
measure one inch in length! 


Some persons are fearful of the | 


forked tongues of snakes, but it 
is the fangs which do real dam- 
age. The fangs are grooved teeth, 
and venomous snakes send poison 
through the grooves. 
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THERE ARE several kinds of 
diamondbacks. Eastern diamond- 
backs range from North Carolina 
down to Florida, and westward to 
the Mississippi river. Western 
diamondbacks are of a _ highly 
deadly type. They reach a length 
of six or seven feet, and are 
found in parts of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, also in Texas and a section 
of California. 

Diamondbacks of Florida are 
the largest in the entire rattle- 
snake family. Some of them are 
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eight feet long and weigh 15 
pounds. 

Ross Allen, an expert on snakes, 
has made careful records of snake 
bites in Fforida. He traced the 
history of 509 persons bitten by 
poisonous snakes during a period 
of 14 years. Of these, 76 died, The 
great majority of those who died 
were victims of diamondbatk 
rattlers. 
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THE RATTLES on a rattlesnake 
fhay help to show its age, but 
they are far from a perfect guide. 
These snakes usually add four 


| rattles a year. In a rough way we 
may say that each rattle shows 


three months of life. Trouble 
comes, however, from the fact 
that several rattles may be broken 
off during a rattler’s career. 


A rattle is added each time the 
snake sheds its skin. A baby rat- 
tler sheds its skin soon after 
birth, and the sheddings keep on 
after that at the rate of about 
four per year. 
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
